Union town Hospital Reports George Sabot "Getting Along 


Nicely" While He Lies a Corpse.

RAIN SPOILED RACES. 


County Officials Allege Gross Neglect 


on Part of 
Hospital 
Authorities. 


Patients Shot at Christening and 
Wedding—Brother May Be Held for 
Murder. 


UNIONTOWN, July IS.—County De- 


tective Alex. McBeth was instrumen- 
tal in stopping the funeral yesterday 
bJ George Sabot, who was bhot at Re- 
public works by his brother, Mike Sa- 
but, Sunday night. The death ot Sa- 
bot has brought down another shower 
oif criticism upon some officials of the 
Uniontown hospital. Sabot died Tues- 
d-iy night and the county officials claim 
that they did not receive information 
o£,it until this morning 
Qouniy De- 


tective McBeth states that neither he 
nor District Attorney Hudson were in- 
ffirmed about it. 
AS'hen County De- 


fcjctive MfcBoth talked to CIQ officials 
on Tuesday regarding Sabot ho left 
special instructions that they call him 
or the District Attmnty in thu evoiiL 
that there was danger of Sabot dying 
or it' he died. 
He did not hear any- 


thing ot Sabot until he learned his 
body was in an imdcrtnltor's fahop. 


Further he alleges_ that he called 


tbe hospital tit noou arid asked Sabot's 
(ondltlon, and that 'he was informed 
that he was getting along nicely. Act- 
ing upon this information, arid believ- 
ing trom au exhaustive examination 
that the 
B hooting, 
which 
occurred 


during a weddlnK and chrSstoniuK col- 
iibra'ion, was purr-ly accidental, he 
v;as arranging for the release of Mike 
Mo bot, tho dead man's brother, from 
.mil, where he hod boon locked on an 
Information charging felonious whoot- 
IDK "-iid carrying; concealed weapons. 
At tho time tho person nt tho tele- 
phone was telling the official that 
Sixbot was getting along nicely he 
•was lying 'ft corpse.

od that he notified the County Cor- 
oner regarding the death ot the man, 
but County Detective McBotn. states 
positively this morning that ho was 
tho first pei-son to notify that official.

His 
parents reside in Austria and ho has 
two brothers employed ut Republic 
Works and also five sifters residing 
at different places in America.

labor following tho Fourth oC July lay- 
off was also in a measure responsible 
for tho decline in production.

coko maintains Us firm price of $3 
per ton, while Lower ConnoIIsville is 
selling at $2.40 to $2 SO per ton. tho 
quotations depending largely upon Iho 
quality of coko offered. There le stilt 
some contracting being done, show- 
ing that all manufacturers have not 
iaid in n full supply. But little coke 
Is going to fur western pomts, al- 
though tho Rock Island railroad is 
handling some to polp.fi .\long its Hue. 
The henvy buying of Uic wpsteru inon 
prior to the increase in freight rates 
seems to have eased thnt market up 
considerably.
